Ms. Sp EAKER, 
The Committee of Secrecy, appointed to 
take into conſideration the Papers preſented 
to the Houſe on the twenty-ninth day of 
April laſt by the Right Honourable Mr. 
Secretary Pelham, have directed me to 
report as follows : fer con. | | 


OUR Committee, 3 taken 7 their. 
conſideration the papers referred to them, 
hive thought it conſiſtent with their duty to carry 
their inquiries back to the period of the com- 
mencement of the ſocieties fling themſelves 
United Iriſhmen. 

It appears, that ſoon. after the French Revolu- 
tion, certain individuals, encouraged by the exam- | 
ple of France, aimed at the overthrow of the _ 
en laws and conſtitution of this kingdom, and

fablithment of a republic unconnected with 
Great Britain; that they have been encouraged to 
proceed to this attempt by an expectation of aid 
ftom France, and the co-operation of certain diſ- 
affected and ſeditious ſocieties in Great Britain en- 
tertaining ſimilar views. | 

It appears to your Committee, that their hopes 
of ſucceſs in this apparently improbable defign are 
derived from their expectations of being able to 
infuſe into the minds of the lower orders of the 
people an idea that they are in a ſtate of oppreſ- 
fion and miſery: that the King, the Houſes of 
Lords and Commons, with the magiſtracy, clergy, 
and gentry. of the country, are the cauſe of their _ 
. oppreſſion : that the ſociety of United Iriſhmen. 
are their ſole protectors and defenders; and that 
the connection between Great Britain and Ireland 
is inconſiſtent with the happineſs and independence 
of this kingdom. 

It appears to your Committee, that to effect 
their purpoſes they have organized with great ad- 
dreſs, and ſupported with equal activity, a ſyſtem 
plauſible in its name, and which, by a combina- 
tion of certain ſpecious propoſitions with princi- 

\ ples deſtructive of the laws and conſtitution of 
this kingdom, leads in a manner the moſt infidi- 
ous to anarchy, confiſcation of property, and the 

extermination of its proprietors. 

It appears to your Committee, that in the 
original formation of this ſociety, its authors, to 
avoid alarming the feelings of thoſe who were 
not prepared at once to go to the full extent of 
their dangerous and traitorous deſigns, held forth 
Catholic emancipation and parliamentary reform 

as the oſtenſible objects of their union: but their 
mh purpoſes were to ſeparate Great Britain from

It appears, (Appendix, No. II.) that a ſociety,
